Santa Barbara County supervisors 
voted themselves a 16 percent pay 
boost Monday, along with a 15 
percent pay increase for justice 
court judges and 25 percent for 
constables 
All increases were said to be in 
line with the average current pay 
for the positions in the eight-county 
survey normally used by this county 
in establishing pay levels 
Pay level of the five supervisors, 
who lost out earlier this year on an 
attempt to get a 69 percent raise, 
will go from $14,224 to $16,500 per 
year, contingent on adoption of a 
new salary ordinance when the 


matter comes up for second reading 
July 29 The pay raise goes into 
effect 30 days after that date 
A 
special 
county 
citizens 
committee headed by Chet Knutila, 
County Taxpayers Assn. executive 
secretary, recommended the $16,500 
salary 
by an 8-0 vote 
Wayne 
Barbarick, of Buellton, utility firm 
representative, told the board he 
felt an $18,000 salary was more 
proper for the supervisors, and that 
a $24,000 salary wasn't too much, in 
view of the responsibilities of the 
job 
Jack Crook, of Santa Barbara, and 
Alberta Morgan, of Lompoc, were 
two citizens attending the hearing 
who didn't agree with even the

Exiled 
ex Premier 
Constantin 
Karamanlis was asked today to 
form a new Greek government and 
he is returning to Athens tonight, his 
spokesman said in Paris. 
The announcement came during a 
recess in an emergency meeting of 
former 
political 
leaders 
with 
Greek government and 
military 
leaders. They had been in session 
four hours when the announcement 
came 
The announcement said: 
“ The Greek armed forces, in view 
of the situation in which the country 
finds itself, has decided to entrust a 
civilian 
government 
with 
the 
running of the country 
For this 
reason, 
they 
called 
in 
former 
political 
leaders 
and 
prime 
ministers 
or 
consultation. 
The 
meeting, which recessed at 1745, 
will resume at 2000 (2 p m EOT). 
Athens had seethed with rumors 
of a coup or a change in government 
for two days and the United States 
asked the Greek government to 
permit chartered airliners to use 
Athens airport to evacuate some of 
the thousands of tourists stranded 
there 
since 
the 
Cyprus 
crisis 
erupted a week ago 
The 
airport 
was 
closed 
to 
regularly scheduled flights at a time 
when 
there 
was 
evidence 
of 
intensified military and political 
activity in the Athens area. U.S. 
airlines were alerted to rescue the 
American tourists. 
President Gen. Phaedon Gizikis 
and 
arm ed 
fo rces 
ch ie f 
Gen Gregorios Bonanos called the 
meeting 
of 
“ national 
urgency” 
which included opponents of the 
military regime. 


Strongman Brig. Gen. Dimitrios 
loannules who staged the last coup 
did not attend the meeting. Political 
observers said this apparently was 
because he is not one of the leaders 
of the armed forces and is only a 
brigadier. 
Today's emergency meeting was 
the first such since the 1967 army 
coup and it reinforced belief there 
would be a change of government. 


The meeting at the premier’s 
office followed a night of high level 
consultations between government 
and military leaders and capped 24 
hours of rumors that government 
changes 
would 
be 
made 
soon 
because of the Cyprus crisis. 


Although 
the 
military 
regime 
denied 
the 
rumors, 
they 
were 
further fueled by Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger’s confirmation 
Monday that there were rumors of a 
possible change of government in 
Greece. 


But Kissinger said the possible 
change of government would not 
delay the Geneva talks among 
Britain, Greece and Turkey on the 
settlement of the Cyprus crisis.

meeting included former premiers 
Panayotis Kanellopoulos, Stefanos 
Stefanopoulos, Spyros Markezinis 
and former ministers George Mav-

the extreme left. They all opposed

Airports remained closed and the 
general mobilization stayed in force 
despite the announcement of the 
cease-fire on Cyprus. Thousands of 
tourists, many of them Americans, 
were stranded in Athens.

Cyprus carry only light weapons and 
have general orders to fire only in 
self defense, Maj. Gen. U. Prem

agreed

County work load, revenue 
and tax cuts uncertain 


hearing to July 29 at 9:30 
a.m. to hear reports from 
department heads as to 
estimates 
of 
work 
load 
reduction and 
personnel 
reduction that might accrue 
from annexation. 


County 
Government 
Consultant 
John 
Sanger 
reminded the board that 
studies 
two 
years 
ago 
estimated the county budget 
would be cut 
about 12- 
million 
by 
such 
an 
annexation, 
with 
today’s 


figures possibly closer to 
$2.5 million. 


But the county would lose 
sales tax, gas tax and other 
revenues that instead would 
go to an expended city, 
Sanger said 
Net saving 
might be in the region of $1 
million or more, the board 
heard.

David Shiftman, seemingly

Retail food prices down 
Justice Department gets evidence 
of U.S. - Mexico border corruption 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Another dip in farm prices 
pulled down the retail cost 
of an average American 
family’s food market basket 
by 
$2 
in 
June, 
the 
Agriculture 
Department 
reported today. This left the 
food basket annual rate at 
$1,731. 
The decline would have 
been four times as large if 
an $8 drop in the value of 
raw farm products in the 
market basket had not been 
largely wiped out by a $6 
increase 
in charges 
for 
processing, 
handling 
and 
retailing of foods, officials 
indicated. 
The market basket, which 
represents a collection of 
farm-produced 
foods 
to 
supply 
a 
theoretical 
household of 3.2 persons for 
a year, cost consumers $214, 
or 14.1 per cent more, in 
June than a year earlier. 
Since January of this year, 
however, the increase has 
been only $51, or 3 per cent. 
All of the increases in 
retail food costs over the 
past year, 
according 
to 
market 
basket averages, 
were traceable to rising 
market 
spreads 
which 
advanced while farm prices 
were falling in the first half 
of the year. Officials said 
June 
marketing 
spreads 
were 28.2 per cent wider 
than a year earlier while 


farm prices were 2.2 per 
ccrjt below a year earlier. 
Officials 
have 
warned 
consumers to expect some 
future increases in retail 
prices. 
A g ricu ltu re 
Secretary 
Earl 
L. 
Butz 
pointed out that farm prices 
for cattle and hogs rose in 
late 
June 
and 
July, 
foreshadowing later hikes at 
the retail level.

released a booklet which

UN preparing for

GENEVA (UPI) - U N.

In Los Angeles, utility 
workers were back on the 
job, following the city Water 
and Power Commission’s 
agreement to grant them 11 
per cent pay hikes.

vacation charter service.

House panel urges 
revising CIA duties 
Francobetter 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A House armed services 
subcommittee has proposed revising the CIA charter to 
keep the agency out of any future Watergate scandals. 
But the Justice Department says the proposal has no 
teeth and if it did it probably would be unconstitutional. 
Rep. Lucien Nedzi, D-Mich., made the proposal public at 
a hearing of his intelligence subcommittee Monday and 
said it was an attempt “ to assure that the CIA not engage in 
activity outlawed (by its 1947 charter) and to discourage 
any future attempts in the executive branch to so use the 
agency.” 
Most of Nedzi’s proposals were endorsed by CIA director 
William E. Colby, but Colby also said he wants strong 
legislative authority to protect the secrecy of CIA’s 
“ sources and methods” of operation. 
Deputy Assistant Attorney General Thomas A. Hayes 
said Nedzi’s proposal seems to prohibit disclosure of CIA’s 
sources and methods and to ban unofficial contacts between 
ex-CIA men and the agency, but that it doesn’t exact a 
criminal penalty for violation. 
Ironically, he said, any criminal penalty put into the bill 
would probably be unconstitutional. 
Asked if criminal penalties could not be written into the 
Nedzi bill, Hayes said they would be constitutionally ques­ 
tionable on grounds of violating the First Amendment 
guarantee of free speech. 
In addition the prohibition on unofficial contacts between 
exemployes and the agency might violate the constitutional 
right of free association, he said.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
At the request of actress 
Jane Eonda, a federal judge 
Monday ordered the former 
White House aide who gave 
his name to the “ Huston 
Plan" to reveal the persons 
and groups that were the 
plan's targets. 


The former aide, Tom 
Charles Huston, had recom- 
mended 
that 
Nixon 
authorize 
relaxation 
of 
existing restraints against 
domestic 
intelligence 
operations, suggesting the 
use 
of 
“ surreptitious 
entry," 
wiretapping 
and 
mail surveillance of leftist 


groups. The “ Huston Plan" 
was a major issue during 
impeachment hearings. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Malcolm M. Lucas gave 
Huston 30 days to provide 
details of the 1970 White 
House domestic intelligence 
gathering 
operation, 
or 
refuse to do so on grounds of 
executive privilege. 
Miss Fonda, well known 
as an activist, especially 
against the Vietnam War, 
brought a $2 8 million civil 
suit 
against 
the 
federal 
government, 
charging 
harassment 
by 
federal 
agencies directed by the 
White House. 


Part of the judge’s order 
to 
Huston 
included 
a 
demand 
that 
he 
specify 
whether President 
Nixon 
ever personally approved 
the plan. Nixon has already 
admitted doing so. however, 
but he also said the plan was 
never put into effect. 
A tto rn ey 
M ark 
Rosenbaum, 
representing 
Miss Fonda, argued that 
Huston s testimony on the 
plans targets was a key 
point in her case, and that 
his answers would provide

A.L. All-Stars are semi gung-ho 
Keeping track 


PITTSBURGH (UPI i - The American League's 
gung-ho attitude toward tonight s All-Star Game has 
been firmly endorsed by the squad’s starting pitcher, 
but one of the team’s leading sluggers isn t quite 
prepared to take any unnecessary risks for the sake of 
dear old alma mater 
Gaylord Perry of the Cleveland Indians, whom A L 
manager Dick Williams has selected to start against 
the National League in tonight’s 45th All-Star classic, 
completely embraces A L President Lee MacPhail’s 
“ win at all costs” policy which has stirred up a mild 
controversy. 
“ I think the American League had to take some 
steps because we re losing too many games to the 
National League,” said Perry, referring to Mac- 
Phail’s request of A L. managers not to use any All- 
Star pitchers last Sunday 
"I can understand why Mr. MacPhail made that 
request.” adds Perry, who won 15 in a row earlier this 
season and enters the game with a 15-3 record. “ A 
couple of years ago when I pitched in the All-Star 
Game at Atlanta I had pitched a full nine innings two 
days before and I had nothing on the ball at all in the 
All-Star Game Mr MacPhail just wanted to be sure 
all our pitchers were rested properly, thereby making 
a greater percentage of our pitchers more effective ” 
But is the game really that important? Isn't the All- 
Star game sort of a fun-and-games type thing that is 
supposed to entertain the fans? Surely, it’s not meant 
to be taken seriously. Or is it? 
“ It’s really important to me because it’s the first 
time I’ve ever had a chance to be the starting 


pitcher, 
said Perry, who has previously pitched for 
both leagues in the classic “ It is a lot of fun because 
you get to meet some old friends in a relaxed 
atmosphere but when you’re out there you re serious 
When the game starts you II see no more laughing and 
joking between the two teams.” 
However, one of Perry s teammates on this year’s 
A L squad.

Salmon fishing is still down, with the silvers having 
departed, and only an occasional, though large, king salmon 
taken in. At one time a fish was considered large only if it 
ran well over 45 pounds. Fish that size are scarce 
nowadays. Apparently the larger fish are out there, but 
don t do much feeding in the shallower waters accessible 
to the sports angler. 
Bottom fishing remains good in spite of 
heavy local pressure. Skip Sato’s boats 
have been going out daily to Point Sal and 
Purissim a, 
returning with lim its. Skip 
caught a five-foot wolf eel recently, a 
horrendous-looking 
m onster 
that 
is 
normally not found in local waters. 


Skip in the past has landed a moonfish and a dagger fish 
The Harbor Associates rental skiffs are in big demand. 
Anchovy 
The “ save the anchovy” petitions are now being widely 
circulated, with the 
deadline set for July 31. Unless 
sportsmen take an active part in petitioning, the anchovy is 
in danger. Commercial interests who are opposing the 
movement to save the small fish are strong. If they’re not 
stopped, all of our anchovy will soon be converted to pet 
food and fertilizer. 
Looks like this will be a good year for albacore. Both 
com m ercial and sports boats are reporting larger schools 
inside the San Clemente Island, within 35 miles of the 
mainland. They’re running eight to 20 pounds. It is hoped 
that they will soon be within shouting distance of Avila and 
Morro Bay. 
Freshwater Fishing 
Lake Cachuma reports pan-sized trout are being caught, 
with some bass. Catfishing slow 
We fished Lake Lopez from the shore last week, with 
never a nibble. The lake is badly weeded near the shore, so 
bank fishing for trout is very slow, with a few taken deep- 
water fishing near the dam and trolling with lead-cored 
lines. The many skiiers keep the surface boiling, and they 
appear to enjoy cutting near shore and slicing anglers’ 
lines. 
M argarita Lake bass fishing is fair to good with some 
nice crappie. 


Wasted Effort 
We have received reports from the DFG that much effort 
and expenditure has gone into the spawning of three 
Colorado squawfish at the Willow Beach National Fish 
Hatchery. We wonder what is behind such expenditure of 
labor and talent, when far more useful ways can be found to 
spend funds. We have written to Sacram ento to try to find 
out why the sudden high regard for these apparently useless 
fish, often regarded as pests in many lakes and stream s. 
The State Fish and Game Commission announced the 
tentative selection of a split 46-day statewide dove season 
and a separate 30-day band tail pigeon season. Final action 
will be taken some tim e this month.

Give taxpayer a break 


We are sure that there were many broad 
smiles on 
the 
faces 
of 
the 
school 
administration executives and members of 
the board of trustees last week when it was 
announced that a superior court would 
‘‘unfreeze” local school district funds 
impounded since 1965. 


It was a windfall to the district in the 
amount of $1.9 million. The State had 
withheld the money because the district 
was receiving money from the federal 
government under Public Law 874. 


The borad of trustees now, of course, 
find themselves in a pleasant quandary — 
what to do with the money. We are sure 
that 
the 
administration 
could 
easily 
submit a long list that would eat it up 
pretty fast. A new program, beefing up of 
an 
old 
program, 
maybe 
a 
capital 
expenditure for a new building, salary 
adjustments. There would be no dearth of 
suggestions. 
Some 
board 
members 
probably have a few pet projects of their 


own that they could not justify in the 
present 1974-75 budget and this might be 
the time to put in another word. 
Our suggestion on the use of the windfall 
is a simple one — return it to the taxpayer. 
The present school district budget at $14.9 
million calls for a $1 increase in general 
fund taxes over the previous year. The 
district had a beginning lund balance of 
$1.9 million for this fiscal year and 
predicts a reserve of $875,000 at the end of 
the fiscal year, June 30,1975. 
If all of the $19 million windfall were to 
be used to reduce the tax rate, which is not 
possible, it would reduce the tax rate by 
about $2.66. However, the district must 
levy a tax of at least $1.85. The district is 
asking 
taxpayers 
for $2.85 
per $100 
assessed valuation in the 1974-75 budget, a 
dollar more than the previous year. We 
suggest strongly that a portion of the 
windfall be used to erase the $1 increase in 
our taxes, still giving the administration 
and the district some windfall.

SACRAMENTO - The flags are 
at half mast for a native son who 
served the nation well. Earl Warren 
as chief justice of the United States 
led the way out of the segregation 
dead-end quickening hope that the 
two worlds, black and white, could 
be brought together. 
In the same way 
during 
his 
two 
terms as governor 
of California, with 
re-election 
to 
a 
third 
term 
inter­ 
rupted when he was 
named 
ch ief 
justice, Warren set 
moderate 
progressive 
goals 
both for the state 
and for his party. 
He was in a long standing California 
tradition that accepted change, the 
inevitable change of this swiftly 
growing Pacific shore, seeking to 
channel this change in ways least 
burdensome both to the rush of 
newcomers from across the country 
and to the native sons. 
Warren’s death comes as his party 
in California stands betwixt and 
between past and present. 
His 
distrust of Gov. Ronald Reagan who 
turned his fact against so many 
things which Warren stood for was 
no secret. Ending his second term, 
Reagan was the smooth television 
star 
whose 
presence 
was 
the 
message with issues thrust out of 
sight. 
In the recent primary, 
the 
Republicans 
nominated 
State 
Controller Houston Flournoy as 
their candidate for governor. At 44, 
he is nearly 20 years younger than 
Reagan. He was a former teacher of 
history and constitutional law at 
Pomona College before he defeated 
Sen. 
Alan 
Cranston 
for 
the 
controller’s office. 
Looking younger than his years 
with a quick response and a lively 
sense of humor, Flournoy could be, 
as he has been billed on occasion, 
the moderate progressive successor 
to Warren in rebuilding the party.

But the weight of the reagan past 
hangs over him. The governor made 
an all-out attempt campaigning 
throughout the state two years ago 
to 
put 
over 
a 
constitutional 
amendment 
which 
would 
have 
frozen taxes at a certain level and at 
the same time put a limit on all 
social services. Flournoy supported 
that effort which failed by a fairly 
wide margin. 
Reagan has been the darling of a 
small 
group 
of 
very 
wealthy 
Californians who have given him 
their favors in return, it is charged, 
for special consideration for their 
interests. 


During the Democratic primary, 
Mayor 
Joseph 
Alioto 
of 
San 
Francisco; 
an 
unsuccessful 
candidate for governor, charged 
that Flournoy met with these same 
Californians on January 12 and 
agreed on goals for the state. 
Flournoy laughs at this, saying sure 
they met but he will be his own man 
when he is elected. 


Trying to stand clear of Watergate 
and the Nixon scandals is for 
Flournoy 
a 
more 
formidable 
challenge. 
D eterm ined 
to 
concentrate on state issues, he will 
be confronted at every turn as the 
impeachment process proceeds with 
the demand that he declare himself 
on the fate of that other Californian, 


Richard Nixon. This had already 
begun with the Democrat successful 
in the primary, Edmund G. Brown 
Jr., calling on Flournoy to speak out 
on Watergate. 


Long ago, Earl Warren had first­ 
hand knowledge of Nixon’s perfidy. 
At the start of the Republican 
convention of 1952 the California 
delegation crossing the country by 


train 
was 
overwhelmingly 
for 
Warren. Nixon flew to Denver, 
joined the train and persuaded a 
number of delegates that Dwight 


Eisenhower’s 
nomination 
at 
Chicago was inevitable and they had 
better get on the bandwagon while 
there was still time.

convention opened. While he was 


careful in what he said, it was 
apparent 
he 
had 
been 
deeply 
wounded. As president, he would 
have had the extensive background 


in administration and in politics that 
Eisenhower lacked and which was

administration. 
But that might- 
have-been is irrelevant against the 
splendid record of the Warren court 
in the critical years of the ’50s.

The auction 


There are plenty ways of life to 
witness and appreciate on the 
Central Coast; and every Thursday 
an opportunity to do so is available 
at the Santa Ynez Valley Sales 
Yard. 
Mv onlv warning is don’t raise 
your hand — unless you want to taxi 
home a steer or a mule. 
SYVSY is where farmers and 
ranchers buy and sell livestock. 
There, also, packers buy steers to 
slaughter at packing houses and 
feeders buy cattle to fatten up at 
feeder lots. 
A few horses are sold. They’ll 
finish existence as canned dog food, 
but occasionally a farmer may buy 
one for his daughter to pleasure 
ride. 
Also up for sale are pigs, sheep, 
and bulls. 
However, all the action and worry 
is centered around beef sold per 
pound. The market is a buyer’s one 
today. This is what Lompoc rancher 
Pete Valla lamented. 


SYVSY is on Jonata Park Road 
near Buellton. The easiest way to 
get there is to drive to Buellton, get 
on 101 north, and turn left at the first 


opening, which will be on to Jonata 
Park Road. Go north and the long 
sections of holding pens come up on 
the right in a few minutes. 
Cows bawl. Dusty cowboys fiddle 
with whips under the shade of a 
black oak, waiting for the auction to 
commence. Across the county road, 
a man mounted on a machine 
thrashes 
the 
rolling 
hills 
of 
gleaming, sun bleached wheat. 
Put them together and you can’t 
be but a little sad that you are 
separated from this way of life. 
You’re just visiting; so walk around, 
eavesdrop, ask a few questions, 
watch the buying and selling, note 
the strong shoulders and scorched 
complexions, and go back to your 
little house in the city. 
The auction begins at 12.30. If 
you’re hungry, sandwiches are sold 
at discouraging prices — $1 for a 
puny ham sandwich, for example. 
No beer is sold, but they carry “ Red 
Man” chewing tabacco. 
Open a door in the rear of 
SYVSY’s big building and you walk 
into the auction area. A high set of 
bleachers face the auctioneer’s box. 
Between the two is a dirt path where 
the animals are ushered in and out. 


A 
fence 
made of fat pipes 
spearates 
the audience 
in the 
bleachers from the animals on 
display. 
I noticed that the animals have 
separate ways of reacting to their 
sudden appearanoe before a room 
full of humans. The door swings 
open 
and 
a 
bull 
charges 
in, 
perturbedly tossing his thick head. A 
calf jumps in wearing a quizzical 
look. A horse lopes in with a wild 
scan in his eyes. 
Buyers bid for the animal as the 
auctioneer 
rapidly 
calls 
off 
numbers, sounding like a living 
kazoo, and as the animal parades up 
and down to the snaps and stings of 
whips. 
After talking to Pete Valla, I had a 
silly 
notion 
of 
comparing 
the 
different emotions of animals to 
those of various buyers and sellers 
in the bleachers, since the market 
was “ way down” for beef but high 
for red meat (horse meat), which, I 
guess, is the unromantic part about 
this way of life. 
Anyway, the auction runs to 
usually 9 at night and around 800 
livestock head are sold. Don’t forget 
to bring your own beer.

Road tests unwary 


It’s only about three quarters of 
a mile long or a little more, but 
McLaughlin Road has taken a heavy 
accident toll according to statistics 
prepared for this reporter by the 
Buellton office of the California 
Highway Patrol. Analysis is by this 
reporter. 


The CHP records 
begin with the in­ 
jury of two persons 
on a motorcycle on 
June 16, 1971. Cause 
of 
the 
accident: 
unsafe speed, ac­ 
cording to the CHP. 


The 
statistics 
including 
that 
accident show three persons killed 
— the latest 10 days ago; and seven 
other persons injured in a total of 20 
accidents. 
None 
of 
the 
fatal 
accidents were attributed to drunk 
driving. 
One of the fatalities occurred on 
June 25, 1971 when one person died 
after being thrown from a pickup 
truck; another on July 25, 1972 in a 
motorcycle accident; and the third 
on July 13, of this year in a one-car 
accident. Cause of the two latter a 
fatal accidents: unsafe speed. 
Interestingly enough, only two of 
the 20 accidents involved drunk 
driving and there was only one 
injured. Ten of the accidents were 
caused 
by 
“ unsafe 
speed,’’ 
according to the CHP. The term is a 
catchall for most accidents in which 
the driver loses control of his car, 
and there is no other primary 
reason. 
One 
of 
the 
accidents 
involved brake failure, but no one 
was injured; two of the accidents 
involved cars driving left of a double 
yellow line — in other words on the 
wrong side of the road. One of the 
accidents 
was 
caused 
by 
“ disobeying road signs,” according 
to 
the 
CHP. 
There 
was 
no 
elaboration on that one. 
Three of the accidents were 
caused 
by 
making 
a 
turning 
movement without proper signals. 
Eleven 
of 
the 
20 
accidents 
occurred during darkness and only 
five of the 20 occurred during winter 
months — or months when rain 
could possibly have been a factor. 
And in those five accidents only two 
persons were injured. 
It should be noted that any injury 


in an accident is serious and more 
often than not painful. I recall 
Andrew 
Petersen, 
longtime 
member of the county planning 
com m ission 
and 
Buellton 
businessman, was in an accident 
with his pickup truck in which he 
suffered minor injuries. That’s the 
usual assessment when an injured 
person is not hospitalized or when 
there’s no disabling bones broken. I 
wanted to change that wording after 
I saw Petersen a few days later at a 
water district meeting in Santa 
Ynez. He looked about as crippled as 
you could be and still get around. 


McLaughlin Road for those who 
don’t know is a connecting link 
between Lompoc and Mission Hills, 
from the northerly extension of A 
Street, northeast to the southern 
extremity of Rucker Road. Enroute 
McLaughlin goes across the Santa 
Ynez River. In winter months it’s 
the other way around: the river goes 
across the road and if the water is 
swift enough it tears a segment of 


the 
roadway 
out. 
When 
this 
dismemberment occurs, the county 
road department blocks off the road 
and doesn’t repair it until the threat 
of winter flooding is past. That 
happens with annoying frequency. 
An all-season bridge affair would 
cost too much money they say. 
At any rate the McLaughlin has a 
number of critical factors for 
drivers: Narrow two lane roadway; 
several curves; at least one incline 
if my memory serves me; one 90- 
degree turn; and at a couple of 
points, poor visibility. There are 
critics who say the road is unsafe 
also because of the absence of 
banking design on curves and 
because of the tilt or level of the 
road, at some points. 
At any rate one has to be careful. 
Ojai, a resort city east of Ventura 
has its Creek Road, that tests the 
mettle of the unwary. A number of 
motorists have died on its curves or 
on the trunks of some of the trees 
that in a few spots actually sit in the 
roadway.
